KOREA STUDENTS 
MARCH, DEMAND

SEOUL, May 3 (AP)—Thouw- 
sands of rebellious students 
defied martial law today to surge 
through four South Korean cities 
demanding new National Assem- 
bly elections at once. Soldiers

About 20,000 students marched 
in Pusan for the third straight 
day, 700 paraded in Taegu and 
1500 in Kimhae, all demanding

No clashes were reported in 
those three cities, although 
armored cars and troops moved 
in to contain the Pusan marchers 
and keep townspeople from join- 
ing the parade. 


About 150 students squatted for 
40 minutes in front of the Na- 
tional Assembly building in Seoul 
chanting: 

“You are not qualified to pass 
On any constitutional amend- 
ments!

Lee Ki-poong killed him- 
self, the Assembly must also re- 
sign.” 

Charge Fraud. 


‘ The demonstrators charged the 
Assembly’s election in 1958— 
“‘through use of violence, money 
and illegal tactics’—was as 
fraudulent as the March 15 elec- 
tion that gave Rhee a fourth 
term and elected Assembly 
Speaker Lee Ki-poong vice presi- 
dent. 

Acting President Huh Chung’s 
caretaker government wants the 
Assembly, before new elections, 
to adopt constitutional amend- 
ments changing the existing, 
American-style presidential sys- 
tem to a premier--cabinet form 
of government. The changes are 
expected to transfer much of 
the President's power to a prime 
minister elected by the Assem- 
bly. 

The students also demanded 
that farmers and laborers be 
called to testify at a public hear- 
ing Wednesday on the proposed 
changes, not just legal experts. 

Soldiers fired tear gas shells 
over the heads of the Seoul dem-

WASHINGTON, May 3—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, in a concilia- 
tory special message, asked the 
Democratic Congress today to 
co-operate with him in the re- 
maining two months of the pres- 
ent session ‘“‘to make America @ 
stronger and better nation.” 


The Chief Executive outlined 
an ideal situation impossible of 
accomplishment. He acknowl- 
edged that “‘too great a preoccu- 
pation with the events of an elec- 
tion year could seriously impede 
constructive effort’? and _ that 
‘“‘with the Congress controlled by 
one party and the Executive 
branch by the other, these diffi- 
culties would become severe.” 


Democratic congressional lead- 
ers have already made it clear 
| that many of the President’s rec- 
| ommendations will be pigeon- 

holed and that they will risk ve- 
| toes on legislation that goes be- 
| yond his program. This is espe- 
cially true on legislation that 
would appeal to mass voters. 

No Special Session. 


Mr. Eisenhower indicated that 
| he would not call a special ses- 
'sion after the national political 
| conventions or the national elec- 
‘tions. He began his message by 
| saying that this was “presum- 
ably” the last congressional ses- 
sion during his term of office. 


He devoted more attention to 
|his foreign aid and his farm 
recommendations than to other 
items included in his State of 
_the Union and budget messages 
‘of last January. His words on 
foreign aid were not as forceful 
'as his remarks last night and he 
| did not raise the probability that 
| the appropriations for mutual 
| security for the next fiscal year 
will be well below his recom- 
| mendation and the congressional 
authorization. 


As for the farm subsidy pro- 
gram, he gently chided Congress 
for being unable to agree on a 
'“constructive approach’ within 
| the “broad guidelines” he had 
‘suggested earlier. He _ nected, 
| however, “a growing disposition 
| in‘certain congressional quarters 
'to favor proposals long ago re- 
| jected as unworkable.” This may 
have referred to increased pricg 
| supports for wheat or for a gen- 
| eral revision of the existing sub- 
|sidy program. It could fore- 
| shadow a veto for either. 


| Medical Aid Pian. 


The President was not ready 
| to announce in detail the Ad- 
_ministration’s plan for medical 
_aid for older people. He said 
this plan ‘‘to meet the calamity 
of catastrophic illness” would be 
'given to Congress this week by 
| Health, Education and Welfare 
'Secretary Arthur S. Flemming. 
Flemming is scheduled to testify 
‘before the House Ways and 
Means Committee tomorrow. 


The message gave this general 
| description of the Administra- 
| tion’s proposals: 
| “This program will take full 
| advantage of, and support, the 
| progress that has been made by 
| private effort; it will recognize 

the traditional federal-state re- 
'lations in various fields of as- 
'sistance; and, additional!y, it 
will not do violence to the pri- 
_vate relationships that must 
characterize the rendering of 


To liberal Democrats and lib- 
eral Republicans who are spon- 
soring increased social security 
payments to finance hospital aid 
for older persons, the President 
implied a veto for their pro- 
grams, which he said were 
“compulsory schemes which 
would blight America’s unex- 
celled medical standards and 
leave unaided large numbers of 
citizens we are striving to help.”

Peter Fester Bridges, a former 
convict, went on trial today for 
the murder of Mrs. Herman E. 
Haas of 159 Eager road, Webster 


| Groves, last Oct. 12. 


Defense attorney Charles Shaw 
told the jury of six men and six 
women that Bridges’ defense will 
be insanity. The trial is taking 
place in ‘the court of Circuit 
Judge John J. Kelly in Clayton. 


Shaw, in an opening statement, 
said Bridges suffers from schizo- 
phrenia of the paranoid type. 


“Bridges does not know right 


from wrong,”

Bridges, 48 years old, who 
lived at a rooming house in the 
9000 block of Enright avenue, ad- 
mitted to police after his arrest 
that he killed Mrs. Haas, 52, and 
her brother, Cecil W. Giles, 56, 
with a butcher knife. 

These facts were reviewed by 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Edward McSweeney in his open- 
ing statement. He said Bridges 
told police he killed Giles be- 
cause “he deprived me _ of 
work.”” He stabbed Mrs. Haas 
to death because she witnessed 
the killing, Bridges told police. 
Bridges had worked ag a handy- 
man at the Haas residence. 

Bridges is being tried only for 
the murder of Mrs. Haas. 

David Haas, 9-year-old stepson 
of the victim, testified that he 
returned home from selling 
tickets to a Boy Scout circus 
and found the bodies of his 
mother and his uncle in the base- 
ment of their home. He said he 
ran to the home of neighbors 
and told them something was 
wrong. 

Herman Haas, husband of the 
murdered woman, testified he 
was called home from work by 
neighbors and found the bodies 
in the basement. 

laas said Bridges worked 
around his home much of last 
summer and completed his work 
on Oct. 1. He last saw Bridges 
on Oct. 10, Haas testified, when 
the handyman came to the house 
asking for a loan. Mrs. Haas 
gave him $5, Haas said. 

The trial is expected to last 
the rest of this week.

World War Ii as the mightiest 
nation in a free world that, in 


the main, was exhausted and 


Of this, presumably the last | 
congressional session during my | 
term of office, four months have | 
gone by. Thus far the one major | 
accomplishment is enactment of | 
civil rights legislation. Although 
Congress rejected certain of my | 
recommendations in this area— 
those relating to equality of job 
opportunity and assistance to 
states attempting to desegregate 
their schools—the new § civil 
rights measure is another im- 
portam step toward the attain- | 
ment of the ideal of equal rights 
before the law for every citizen. 

With only two months appar- 
ently left in the session, we still 
have a great deal to get done 
fot America. I stress this now 
because, first, the time grows 
short in which to legislate pru- 
déntly and wisely, without un- 
due haste; and, second, too 
great a preoccupation with the 
events of an election year could 
seriously impede constructive 
effort. With the Congress con- 
trelled by one party and the 
executive branch by the other, 
thése difficulties could become | 
severe. 

‘We should jointly resolve 
that the shortness of time and 
political rivalries will not be 
allowed to prevent us from 
serving the American people 
effectively. Matters are still 
pending that are vital to the 
health of our economy and to 
the nation’s security and world 
peace; none of us can afford 
to electioneer at the expense 
of these. Nor can we yield to 
the temptation to neglect proj- 
ects that we know are essen- 
tial to good government but 
possess little popular appeal, 
and at the same?time over- 
emphasize others in the hope 
of benefit to one party or the 
other, or individuals therein. 

Relating these considerations 
to a few of the programs still 
pending, I refer, first to our 
vital mutual security effort. 

Two Unique Conditions. 

During most of our nation’s | 
history, our growth was strongly 
influenced by two unique condi- 
tions. First, for more than a 
century and a half two great 

oceans protected us from the vio- 
lent struggles of the Old World. 
Although in recent years we be- 
came engaged in two global 
wars, our relative isolation gave 
us months in which to assemble, | 
train and equip our forces de- 
liberately and unmolested. 

Second, from the very begin- | 
ning, our nation’s rapid expan- | 
sion was encouraged by com- 
mercial and financial assistance 
from the nations of Europe.

Moreover, it will in- 
jure, not help the chronically af- 
fected areas if funds and loan 
advantages are indiscriminately 
broadcast to other areas that do 
not urgently = such assist- | 
ance. 


_ The only way this difficult 


problem can be sensibly solved 
is through healthy government- 
community co-operation that 
creates self-sustaining local econ- 
omies. It cannot be solved by a 
dispiriting and misplaced benev- 
olence on the part of the distant 
central government. The people 
who need this help are hopefully 
looking for truly constructive 
action this session. For this pur- 
pose I have recommended a 
federal program amounting to 
$53,000,000, to be expanded for 
loans and technical assistance. 


The Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare will 
present this week a new pro- 
gram which will enable older 
people truly in need of help 
to meet the calamity of ca- 
tastrophic illness. This pro- 
gram will take full advantage 
of, and support, the progress 
that has been made by private 
effort; it will recognize the 
traditional federal-state rela- 
tions in various fields of as- 
sistance; and, additionally, it 
will not do violence to the pri- 
vate relationships that must 
continue to characterize the 
rendering of health care serv- 
ices.

Labor Standards Act. 


The fair labor standards act 
likewise needs attention before 
these next 60 days elapse. 

For several years I have urged 
expansion of coverage under this 
act to include approximately 3,- 
000,000 additional wage earners. 
This is the most urgently needed 
change in this law, and I hope 
that the Congress will not fail to 
provide it. 


The Secretary of Labor re- 
cently presented the Congress 
with information indicating that 
the minimum wage could be in- 
creased moderately without dis- 
ruptive effects upon the econ- 
omy. On the other hand we 
should, as responsible officials, 
stand firmly against an exces- 
sive increase which could cause 
unemployment and severe re- 
percussions in many industries 
and areas of our country. It is 
of great importance to the well- 
being of the American people 
that we govern our actions in 
this area by economic facts 
rather than by political or so- 
cial prejudice. 

Nor, I believe, should we close 
this session without enacting 
various long-pending measures, 
mostly in the field of conserva- 


all our people, but particularly 
to our citizens out west. 
Among these measures I refer 
as examples to preservation of 
our priceless seashore areas, es- 
tablishment of the Arctic wild- 
life range, permission to western 
communities to expand into pub- 
lic land areas, research assist- 


ance to the coal industry, and 
the Frying Pan-Arkansas end 
San Luis projects. Approval of 
these and similar pending bills 
will help to round out the pro- 
gram of natural resources de- 
velopment—now at a record level 
—which I presented last January 
in my budget message. We also 
need a solution of the Indian 
heirship problem and to give .he 
people of Guam and the Virgin 
islands a voice in the congress. 


As a general but most im- 
portant consideration, I point 
again to the need of restraint 
in new authorizations for fed- 
eral spending. Our federal ac- 
counts should balance with 
enough left over for a reason- 
able payment on the public 
debt, on which we are already 
paying for interest alone more 
than nine billion dollars per 
year. Proposals now before 
congressional committee would, 
if approved, raise our annual 
spending by ten of billions of 
dollars in 1961 and would dis- 
rupt federal budgets over the 
next five years by many scores 
of billions.

COMMONWEALTH 
PREMIERS MEET : 
IN BITTER MUD

LONDON, May 3 (AP)—Prime 
Ministers of the Commonwealth 
of Nations met today under a 
cloud of bitterness generated by 
South Africa's racial policies. 

Fight prime min.sters, one 
president and two senior minis- 
ters gathered at No. 10 Downing 
street for a two-week secret Con- 
ference on problems facing their 
family of nations. They repre- 
sented Australia, Britain, Can- 
ada, Ceylon. the Central African 
Federation of the Rhodesias and 
Nyasaland, Ghana, India, Ma- 
laya, New Zealand, Pakistan and 
the Union of South Africa—some 
700.000,000 people. one fourth of 
the world’s population. 

British Prime Minister Mac- 
millan was to outline the stra- 
tegy he. President Eisenhower 
and French President De Gaulle 
will pursue at the summit meet- 
ing with Nikita Khrushchev in 
Paris beginning May 16. There 
was a wide range of Common- 
wealth matters to be discussed: 
mutual defense, aid, trade polli- 
cies for the sterling bloc and the 
effect of the six-nation European 
Common Market 
S. African Problem Dominant. 


But the South African Govern- 
ment’s crackdown on African 
nationalism overshadowed all 
other issues. Condemnation of 
South Africa’s apartheid policy 
of strict racial segregation is 
widespread through the Com- 
monwealth and not just in Asian 
and African nations. Allegiance 
of the latter members appeared 
certain to be seriously weakened 
if strong pressure is not brought 
to bear on the South African 
Government to modify its policy. 

On the other hand, South Af- 
rica’s National party govern- 
ment is showing signs of pre- 
paring to pull out of the Com- 
monwealth and British leaders 
fear forma! condemnation by the 
conference would be the last 
straw. 

Macmillan is said to have per- 
suaded most of the conference 
delegates not to put apartheid on 
the formal agenda but to discuss 
the racial issue informally with 
South African Foreign Minister 
Eric Louw. Louw is represent- 
ing Prime Minister Hendrik Ver- 
woerd, who is still recovering 
from two bullets fired into his 
head by a wealthy British-born 
South African farmer. 

Plebiscite Approved. 

The lower house of the South 
African Parliament in Capetown 
last night approved a govern- 
ment proposal for a plebiscite 
to decide whether the nation 
should become a republic. The 
measure must still pass the up-

OTHER. WINNERS IN JOUR-

cluded two for local reporting. 
One went to.Jack Nelson, a fe- 
porter for the: Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, for local stories written un- 
der the pressure of edition time, 
and the other to Miriam Otten- 


berg, Washington Evening Star, 
for articles in which the deadline 
was not a factor. 

A. M. Rosenthal of the New| 
York Times, whose dispatches 
from abroad frequently are pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch, re- 
ceived the annual award for in- 
ternational correspondence; 
Vance Trishble, Scripps-Howard 
Newspapeg: Alliance, for national 
reporting; ~ Chambers, 
Norfolk Virginian-Pilot; editorial 
writing, and for news photogra- 
phy, Andrew Lopez of United 
Press International. 

Each of the individual recipi- 
ents in journalism receives $1000 
for his or her achievement. The 
winning newspaper receives a 
gold medal for meritorious pub- 
lic service. 

Winners in letters and music| 
receive $500 each. They include | 
Samuel Eliot Morison for his bi-' 
ography: ‘“‘John Paul Jones,”’ and. 
W. D. Snodgrass, for his poetry, | 
*‘Heart’s Needle.” | 

A special citation in letters) 
was presented to Garrett Mat- 
tingly for his history, ‘““‘The Ar- 
mada.”’ The award in music went 
to Elliott Carter for his ‘‘Second 
String Quartet.” 

There was no prize given in 
art or cartooning. 

IT WAS THE SECOND PU- 
LITZER PRIZE received for 
meritorious public service by the 
Los Angeles Times and also the 
second each in the area of liter- 
ature by Miss Leech and 
Morison. Miss Leech won in 1942 
with her ‘‘Reveille in Washing- 
ton’’ and Morison the next year 
with a biography: “Admiral of 
the Ocean Sea,” with Columbus 
as the subject. 

The Los Angeles Times’s pre- 
vious gold medal was in 1942 
for its crusade to uphold free- 
dom of the press, a crusade 
which led to fruitless contempt 
proceedings against it. Two 
members of the Times staff 
have previously won Pulitzer 
Prizes, Bruce Alexander for car- 
tooning, in 1946, and John L. 
Gaunt Jr., the photography 
award, in 1955. 

The newspaper was founded 
in 1881 by Gen. Harrison Gray 
Otis and one of his descendants, 
Otis Chandler, is the present 
publisher, It has a morning cir- 
culation of about 500,000 and 
about 900,000 Sunday. It gave 
hearty editorial support to its 
reporter’s narcotic investiga- 
‘tions. 

To win the eward for local re- 
‘porting under pressure of dead- 
line, Jack Nelson supplied the 
‘Atlanta Constitution with a 
series of articles on mental in- 
stitutions in Georgia. He con- 
centrated on the state hospital 
at Milledgeville and brought 
about the transfer of its super- 
vision from the Welfare Depart- 
ment to the Health Department.

Second For Altoona

Hostile to Regulation 


The explanations surrounding President 
Eisenhower’s two nominations for the Federal 
Power Commission are obnoxious to every 
principle of independent regulatory commis- 
sions, and they let a large cat out of the bag. 

A White House spokesman said the Presi- 
dent was’ not designating new members to 
represent either the oil-gas industry or the 
consumers and “does not think this is the 
way it should be done though it has been the 
practice in the past.” 

This is most certainly not the way it should 
be done, and no President should ever have 
entertained the idea. The FPC, like similar 
regulatory bodies, is a quasi-judicial agency to 
protect the public interest. Its members were 
never intended to “represent” plaintiffs or 
defendants; appointments for such purpose 
would wreck the nature of the commission. 

* * . 

But it is illuminating that President Eisen- 
hower is under the impression that heretofore 
he has been appointing FPC members to repre- 
sent either producer or consumer interests. 
If he thinks so, then it is no accident that the 
FPC has eonsistently agreed with gas produc- 
ers’ efforts to avoid federal rate regulation. 
In 1954 the Supreme Court ordered the com- 
mission to begin such regulation, but in every 
year since then the FPC has beseeched 
Congress to relieve it of a duty it has never 
really undertaken. As Fortune magazine said, 

However much one might sympathize with 
the burdened FPC, this cannot excuse its 
manifest protracted unwillingness to come to 
grips with the job of regulation. 

. The Administration itself supported the gas 
industry’s effort to avoid well-head regulation. 
If Mr. Eisenhower really had the strange no- 
tion that the FPC was balanced in some mys- 
terious way between producer and consumer 
interest, how is it that the agency voted 4 to 1 
against the consumers in several major cases? 

And isn’t it more than passing strange that 
Mr. Eisenhower decided to abandon the non- 
existent principle of consumer and producer 
representation just when he was kicking off 
the FPC the one member who most often 
sided with the consumer interest—William P. 
Connole? Mr. Connole was not appointed to 
“represent” consumers, but his concept of the 
public interest often led him to try to pro- 
tect them. In the Catco case, for example, 
he was the lone dissenter in an FPC decision 

which could have cost gas customers many 

thousands of dollars. Eventually the Su- 

preme Court backed Mr. Connole’s view and 

warned against attempts to exploit consumers. 
* - * 


As to Mr. Connole, President Eisenhower 
said he thought he could get a “better man” 
for the job. So the President has moved to 
replace him with Thomas J. Donegan of New 
York, former FBI agent and member of the 
Subversive Activities Control Board since 
1957. Paul A. Sweeney, Justice Department 
legal counsel and former Civil Service Com- 
mission employe, has also been named for an 
unexpired term. 

Just how are these “better men” than Mr. 
Connole? Their regulatory experience, at 
least, does not compare with his. Mr. Con- 
nole was an Interstate Commerce Commission 
attorney for two years, general counsel of the 
Connecticut Public Utilities Commission for 
five years and FPC commissioner for five 
years. Seven state public utility commissions 
took the unusual step of urging his reap- 
pointment. 

History shows that regulatory agencies in- 
tended to protect the public interest face a 
constant struggle against capture by the inter- 
ests they are supposed to regulate; it is the 
consumers who stand in most need of federal 
guardianship. But the record of the Eisen- 
hower Administration shows a startling mis- 
understanding of the regulatory facts of life. 


No Elections 


Fidel Castro’s May day harangue contained 
the usual insults for the United States, but 
the most noteworthy aspect of the rally was 
his indication that any further talk of Cuban 
elections may be considered subversive. 

Premier Castro once promised elections, 
then hedged on the ground of pushing his so- 
cial revolution first. It is true that Cuban 
history gives little cause for public confidence 
in the results of formal democratic processes; 
nevertheless, they are what Castro promised 
and surely he would have kept that promise 
and won popular legitimacy. Now he says 
that. “democracy is where the majority 
governs.” 

The Communists sometimes argue so, but 
Premier Castro resents mention of Commu- 
nism. Hence reference is made to any kind 
of dictatorship which elects itself to repre- 
sent the majority, including fascist dictator- 
ship. Fidel Castro has no objection to men- 
tion of fascism, 


Alaska in a Fishtrap 


A long and bitterly fought issue which 
Alaskans thought had been settled by admis- 
sion to the Union has been raised anew by 
Secretary of the Interior Seaton’s promulga- 
tion of regulations permitting the use of fish- 
traps by three Indian communities in Alaska. 

Fishtraps are used primarily to catch sal- 
mon, the basis of Alaska’s largest native in- 
dustry. They mine the waters so thoroughly 
that biologists are convinced they would even- 
tually kill off the salmon runs, already seri- 
ously depleted. Most of them were owned 
by the West Coast salmon canning monopoly, 
whose yoke Alaskans long wanted to throw off. 

The people of Alaska voted on the fishtrap 
twice before statehood, both times overwhelm- 
ingly against it. The Alaska Constitution and 
laws prohibit fishtraps without exception. 
Alaskans regard defiance of that ban much 
as the American colonists regarded the 
Stamp Act—a symbol of outside domination. 
It was their purpose to treat Indians—and 
Eskimos and Aleuts—the same as any other 
Alaskans with respect to fishing privileges. 

Gov. Egan has protested to Secretary 
Seaton that his action would keep largely 
under federal control a fishery “long de- 
pleted by federal mismanagement.” The com- 
missioners of the Alaska Department of Fish 
and Game have declared that the new Interior 
regulations would make their task of conser- 
vation virtually impossible. Senators Bartlett 


and Gruening have denounced the regulations © 


as an affront to the sovereignty of the new 
state. 

The law of the matter is neither simple nor 
undebatable. It may take some little time 
before all the legal questions are straightened 
out, and probably the final deciding will have 
to be by the United States Supreme Court. 

Whatever is done meanwhile will have its 


effect on the formative stage of our great 
new forty-ninth state, an effect which may 
continue to be felt for years to come. Secre- 
tary Seaton could with profit to all concerned, 
we think, give more consultation and weight 
to the opinions of such an impressive pre- 
ponderance of the people of Alaska. 


The China Issue 


The Committee. of One Million Against the 
Admission of Communist China to the United 
Nations is engaging in a misguided effort to 
prevent a change in United States China poli- 
cy in the next four years. The committee 
has called on all members of Congress to in- 
dorse a proposed plank reflecting its views 
for submission to the Republican and Demo- 
cratic national platform committees. The 
hope is that this plank will be adopted by 
both parties at the July conventions. 


We think the effort is misguided because 
it attempts to maintain the status quo in a 
period of inevitable change. There is noth- 
ing binding about a platform, of course, but 
if a substantial number of Congressmen make 
the mistake of going on record in support of 
this proposal it might well*hamper the incom- 
ing President in his handling of foreign pol- 
icy. No one is wise enough to say that the 
admission of Red China to the United Nations 
will not become desirable, or even necessary, 
from the standpoint of the United States, be- 
fore the next four years are up. ; 


It is no argument to assert, as the commit- 
tee does, that both parties included in their 
1956 platforms statements in opposition to 
admitting China into the U.N. The statements 
were unwise then; they are less wise now, if 
only because of the passage of time. 


The committee takes the position that our 
China policy is bipartisan and that indorse- 
ment of the committee proposal would keep 
the issue out of politics in the Presidential 
campaign. The Constitution entrusts the con- 
duct of foreign policy to the President, and 
we agree that he should not be hampered in 
this task by partisan bickering. But that is 
not at all the same as a debate on the issues 
during a campaign. . This gives the people an 
opportunity to vote for the candidate who 
reflects their opinions; it also provides an 
educational opportunity. 


There is no reason why the parties should 
not take a position on Red China. But we 
would hope it would be more flexible and 
forward-looking than the one proposed. We 
are optimistic about the Democratic plank be- 
cause the chairman of the platform-writing 
committee is Chester Bowles, former ambassa- 
dor to India, who understands the United 
States’ Asian problems. The Republicans have 
not chosen a chairman, but if they select a 
man of Mr. Bowles’s stature and experience 
they may also write a progressive China plank. 


The Uninstructed Mr. Truman 


Supporters of Senator Symington for Presi- 
dent are said to be riled over former President 
Truman’s refusal to be an instructed Missouri 
delegate to the Democratic National Conven- 
tion. We do not think they need fear that 
Mr. Truman will throw his support to some 
other candidate. Events have made it fairly 
clear that Mr. Truman is for Senator Syming- 
ton, and his reason for not wanting to be 
bound in a delegation instructed to vote for 
the Senator under the unit rule is understand- 
able. Mr. Truman has a sense of timing and 
he wants to make his announcement when 
he thinks it will benefit his candidate most. 
His influence would be reduced if his choice 
were made known indirectly. So it will all 
come out in good time. Right now, nobody 
is going to instruct Harry Truman, no sir! 


Straight From The Shoulder 


“If we tolerate arbitrary barriers against 
progress by any people, in our own nation 
or in the world, we shall have broken faith 
with our fathers, and we shall deserve the 
disrespect we shall invite.” So said Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller in urging the United States 
to lead in fostering civil rights throughout 
the world. His challenge was prompted by 
the current emergence of new nations, “the 
great majority of whose people belong to 
other races than the white.” 

His sincerity was enhanced by his warning 
that “there is no part of the earth to which 
we, as a people, can say: We, the Americans, 
are flawless models for your future destiny,” 
and that “no part of this nation is entitled to 
say to any other part of this nation: We have 
achieved perfection in respecting the dignity 
and equality of all men of all races.” 

Since lawyers have a professional responsi- 
bility for civil rights, it was appropriate for 
the Governor to issue this moral challenge at 
the dedication of the new law center of the 
University of Chicago. He indorsed the Su- 
preme Court’s 1954 school desegregation de- 
cision as President Eisenhower never has. 
And he denounced “false divisions of man 
against man, whether by gentlemen’s agree- 
ment or by laws enforcing racial segregation.” 


This is the way a man in public life ought 
to talk about one of the great moral issues 
confronting the American people — without 
guile, without self-delusion, without political 
craftiness. How long before all of us practice 
what so many of us preach? How long before 
we put aside self-satisfaction and meet this 
fundamental challenge of democracy? There 
is a more intimate field for conquest than 
space, 


Application Rejected 

Unlike many distinguished mathematicians, 
the nation’s leading officials show little inter- 
est in the case of H. Chandler Davis, who re- 
fused to discuss his past political beliefs and 
associations for the benefit of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, 

While other mathematicians protested the 
Dayis case, William A. Pierce appealed to 
President Eisenhower to free Mr. Davis from 
a six months’ sentence for contempt. The 
President turned the matter over to the Jus- 
tice Department, which refused to intervene 
because the petition did not come from Davis 
himself or his attorney. Mr. Davis was eli- 
gible for parole on April 1, but the Federal 
Parole Board rejected his application then 
without explanation. | 

Two losses mark the Davis case. First, 
American science has lost temporarily the 
valuable reports which Mr. Davis gave of Rus- 
sian mathematical advances. Second, the First 
Amendment’s bright armor for freedom of 
thought and association has one more dent in 
it. By contrast, where is the profit in keeping 
Mr. Davis in jail?

The Tragedy of Syngman Rhee 


Warning for Every Nation in Case of Fighter for Freedom Turned Tyrant 


An Editorial in the

He fought for freedom of the man, 
and of the government. 

Sixty-three years ago he led thou- 
sands of student demonstrators against 
the imperial Korean government. He 
rebelled against the Japanese domina- 
tion of Korea, and finally escaped 
from his country—to become a man 
living in many lands but with his own 
beloved land nearest his heart. 

He was, for his forthright convic- 
tions, jailed and beaten and tortured. 

He bore on his

South Korea became Syngman Rhee’s 
Republic of Korea.

it was threatened by the Red Koreans 
and the Chinese Communists on the 
North; and, from within, by stealthy 
spies and provocateurs, and by sharply 
divided factions of non-Communists. 
In this constant, often bitter struggle, 
the aging Syngman Rhee became him- 
self more autocratic. And he was sur- 
rounded by ambitious politicians mov- 
ing further along the barricaded roads 
of autocracy than he himself. 

So developed the atmosphere in 
which the recent March elections were 
rigged for Rhee and his Vice Presi- 
dent, Lee Ki-Poong, and their chosen 
political cronies and favorites. So de- 
veloped the violence at the polls 
against any opponents of this Rhee 
group. , 

So came about the student demon- 
strations that developed into riots; and 
the riots into revolts; and the revolts 
into the grim and terrible tragedies 


Tax Relief for Students? From Labor 


Proposals are frequently made that 
parents should be eased of the burden 
of sending children to college by grant- 
ing them some form of income tax de- 
duction for expenses incurred. This 
would be in addition to the standard 
$600 deduction now allowed a student 
as a dependent. Twenty or more bills 
have been introduced in Congress along 
that line. 

Are these measures on the right 
track? Some members of Congress 
have voiced doubt for the following 
reasons, which Labor shares: 

A $1500 deduction would save $300 
taxes for a family in the bottom 20 
per cent income tax bracket. The 
higher a family’s income, the more 
taxes it would save by the deduction, 
up to $1305 saving for a family in the 
top 91 per cent tax bracket. Families 


with incomes too small to pay a tax 
would receive no help at all, while the 
children of the very rich, who could 
best afford to pay the college expenses, 
could get a college education almost 
free at the expense of the taxpayers 
in general, most of whom are not rich. 

Some members of Congress favor a 
different plan, which has been proposed 
in debates on the deduction bills. Un- 
der this plan, a family would get—not 
a tax deduction—but a tax ‘“‘credit’’ for 
each child in college.If that credit 
were $500 a year, for example, it would 
cut $500 off the tax of any family 
whose income tax otherwise would be 
$500 or more. No family would get a 
tax saving of more than $500, no mat- 
ter how large its income. 

Obviously, even this plan is not com- 
pletely fair. No family whose income

Syngman Rhee has stepped down 
from his iron pedestal to private life. 
It is one of the great tragedies of our 
time. He has been hailed in many 
lands as the George Washington of 
Korea. He was, more than any other 
one man, responsible for the respected 
place of the Republic of Korea in the 
family of free nations, And yet ‘his 
own land of South Korea was not po- 
litically free. It came more and more 
under the fist of autocratic politicians 
— until finally their own excesses 
brought their downfall. 


The free world will hope that Syng- 
man Rhee goes down in Korean his- 
tory as one of its great men. He 
deserves to rank as one of the Orient’s 
statesmen, even though his last years 
had elements of the Orient’s despots. 

The tragedy of Syngman Rhee is a 
lesson and a warning to every nation, 
including our own. Individual and 
political freedom, under the clear rules 
of democratic law, cannot be sur- 
rendered or over-ridden without ulti- 
mate disaster. 

Here and in every free land, there 
must be freedom of assembly, freedom 
of the press, freedom of religion, free- 
dom of political action based on the 
right to vote by the citizens. 

Any abrogation of those rights spells 
ultimate disaster. Any invasion of 
any one of those rights should be in- 
stantly exposed, denounced and re 
sisted.

Between Book Ends An Extreme View of Labor 


POWER UNLIMITED: THE CORRUP. 
TION OF UNION LEADERSHIP, by 
Sylvester Petro. (Ronald, 323 pgs., 
$5.) 


This: is an anti-labor book by a law 
professor at New York University that 
goes about making its case by repeat- 
ing material from the McClellan Com- 
mittee hearings most damaging to la- 
bor’s prestige. Thus one repetitiously 
reads of such matters as violence, cor- 
ruption, bribery, ‘sweetheart’ con- 
tracts, extortion, “‘stranger picketing,” 
misuse of union funds by union lead- 
ers for their personal profit and pleas- 
ure, and criminals in unions. 

In the early 1950’s a result of the 
McCarthy Committee’s work was that 
the public mind saw liberals as Com- 
munists. Today an effect of the Mc- 
Clellan Committee is for the American 
public to see unions as authoritarian 


movements run by corrupt leaders. Re- 
sponsibility for creating this sinister 
image goes deeper than the Committee 
itself. Business leaders, editors, and 
politicians have exploited McClellan 
Committee revelations to increase pub- 
lic feeling against unions. Mr. Petro 
adds to this hate chorus. His book 
will please the National Association of 
Manufacturers, embitter labor leaders, 
and shame many professors that one 
within their profession employs his 
intellectual talents in such a preju- 
diced manner. 7 
Here are some typical examples of 
statements made in this book: 
“Unions have not raised the level of 
real wages in the United States.” (p. 
190); Unions have not increased labor’s 
share in the national income, (p. 191); 


“The leaders of the big unions pro- | 
duce nothing, they contribute nothing 


to society.”’ (p. 253). 


Mr. Petro’s recommendations to 
save America from the tyranny of 
labor unions include the repeal of 
such foundation stones of the House 
of Labor as the Norris-LaGuardia 
Anti-Injunction Law and the National 
Labor Relations Board’s power to ad- 
judicate in unfair practice cases. 


Most observers of the American la- 
bor movement today would agree on 
the need for legislation to protect the 
labor movement from corruption and 
to provide for greater political de- 
mocracy with the unions. Hence, there 
was the inclusion of such features in 
the Landrum-Griffin Bill. 


There is no need, however, for legise 
lation of the kind proposed by Mr. 
Petro, for such legislation would weake 
en unionism’s power in its bargaining 
process with management.

Miss Leech was married to

infancy. Mr. Pulitzer, one of. 


the three sons of the founder of 
the Post-Dispatch and the World, 
died in 1939. 

“In The Days of McKinley” 
was published in 1959 by Harper 
& Brothers. It was the Book-of- 
the-Month Club selection for No- 
vember 1959. Last month the 
book received the Bancroft Prize 
from Columbia University. 

Miss Leech lives in New York 
City. 


Samuel Eliot Morison 


Morison, who is 72 years old, 
has been called “America’s offi- 
cial” war histopian.”” Immedi- 
ately after Pearl Harbor he sug- 
gested to President Roosevelt 
and the Secretary of the Navy 
that he be assigned to active 
duty with the Navy in order to 
write first-hand of the war in 
various theaters of operation. 

He served on 11 different ships, 
saw the bitterest fighting in the 
Pacific, was present at the North 
African invasion, and finally 
emerged, with seven battle stars, 
as a captain. 

He has completed 13 volumes 
of his “History of United States 
Naval Operations in World War 
'7.” He is now on the Navy's 
yonorary retired list as rear 
admiral. 

Before World War II Morison 
was an instructor in history at 
the University of California and 
professor of American history at 


| Narcotics Traffic Over Border 


LOS ANGELES, May 3 (AP)— 
“Sure I can get you some stuff. 
It might take a while. Why 
don’t I get you some pot? We 
can drive around in the cab and 
you can toke up, Okay?” 


Pot is marijuana and toke is 
smoke. The words are those of 
a Tijuana (Mexico) taxicab 
driver—one of hundreds of per- 
sons reporter Gene Sherman 
talked to in preparing a series 
on narcotics which won the Los 
Angeles Times its second Pulitzer 
Prize for meritorious public 
service. 


For three months Sherman 
worked with narcotics agents in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Washington, and in the Mexican 
border towns of Mexicali, Te- 
cate, Nogales, Juarez and 
Tijuana. 


Narcotics Through Border. 


It was through these border 
towns, Sherman wrote, that much 
of the illegal narcotics peddled in 
the United States is routed by 
international smugglers. 

The series by the Times stirred 
reaction, and action, in Los An- 
geles; the state capital, Sacra- 
mento, and in Washington, D.C. 

The articles bluntly pointed to 
Mexico's role in southern Cali- 
fernia’s narcotics problem: 

“Tijuana,” wrote Sherman, de- 
scribing the Baja (lower) Cali- 
fornia city south of San Diego, 
“remains a vile, vice-strewn 


sump hole of civilization, pan- 
dering to the lowest impulses of 
humanity, riddled with graft and 
corruption. 

“A visitor runs a_ sickening 
gamut of pimps, prostitutes, dope 
peddlers and pornography ped- 
dlers, It’s open and flagrant. 
Any righteous scream from Mex- 
ican officials claiming ‘every ef- 
fort to control conditions,’ is 
laughable.” 

Senate Inquiry. 

Largely as a result of the 
Times series, the Senate subcom- 
mittee on juvenile delinquency 
conducted hearings on the nar- 
cotics traffic in Los Angeles, San 
Diego and San Francisco last 
November. The State Depart- 
ment called a two-day confer- 
eiice of State and Treasury De- 
partment officials with Mexican 
government officers. 

As a result of this meeting, 
first between the governments 
‘on the southern California nar- 
cotics traffic problem, the Mex- 
ican government pledged firmer 
co-operation to strike at the 
source of narcotics production. 

The House resolution asking 
the President to call a White 
House conference on narcotics 
was introduced by Representa- 
tives James Roosevelt (Dem.), 
and Joe Holt (Rep.), head of a 
narcotics subcommittee of the 
California congressional delega- 
tion—which carefully studied 
Sherman’s articles,

A. M. Rosenthal 


Abraham Michael Rosenthal 
was born in 1922 in Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ontario, Canada. ‘While 
he was attending the College of 
the City of New York in 1944 he 
became a campus correspondent 
for the New York Times and 
subsequently was hired as a lo- 
cal reporter. 

The prize for the quiet and 
unassuming 38-year-old foreign 
correspondent_of the Times cli- 
maxes 16 years of distinguished 
service, much of it at the United 
Nations and in foreign capitals. 
He is now covering the disarm- 
ament and atomic testing nego- 
tiations at Geneva. 

In 1946, as the junior member 
of the Times’s United Nations 
he covered Andrei A. 
Gromyko’s walkout at the Se- 
curity Council session. For the 


next eight years he was a fix- 


fore, on a 1950 musical flop 
called ‘The Body Beautiful.” 
But for Jerome Weidman and 
George Abbott, who co-authored 
the book, the collaboration 
marked their first association as 
a team. 


Abbott is the senior member 
of the team. In the last 40 years 
he has made a reputation as a 
one-man theater. He has di- 
rected 77 plays and musicals; 
produced 38 shows; co-produced 
half a dozen; written four him- 
self and written 15 with other 
people. He has also played 15 
roles. 

Abbott was born in Forest- 
ville, N. Y., in 1889. He en- 
tered the University of Roches- 
ter in 1907 and before he was 
graduated two of his plays had 
been performed by the dramatic 
club there. Encouraged by this, 
he enrolled in George Pierce 
Baker’s ‘‘47 Workshop” at Har- 
vard, where he won a $100 prize 
for writing a play called ‘‘The 
Man in the Manhole.”

The three traveling scholarships 
of $1500 each, awarded annually 
to graduates of the School of 
Journalism, will be given at the 
completion of the school year, 
the recipients to be nominated 
by the faculty of journalism.

Samuel Eliot Morison, who 
was awarded the prize in biogra- 
phy for ‘John Paul Jones,” is a 
naval historian, now retired as 
rear admiral. He has chronicled 
the sea combat of World War II 
and is responsible for the widely 
shown picture documentaries of 
naval action in the Pacific. _ 

“HEART’S NEEDLE,” win- 
ner in the poetry class, also 
brought W. D. Snodgrass a $1000 
award in poetry of the Ingram 
Merrill Foundation.

Man at Work--Airline Pilot on the Job 


Faces Full Schedule of ere Tee Detail Even on Short, Routine Flight

He THROWS the fat briefcase 
across the front seat and gets in. 
The old Pontiac backs out of the 
driveway. Through the wind- 
shield, he sees Phyllis and Krista 
in the front doorway. Phyllis 
yells: ‘Have a nice trip, dar- 
ling. Be careful.” Krista, who is 
5, blows kisses. The time is 


1 p.m. 

The vital statistics on the driv- 
er are simple: Name: Jack H. 
Young. Age: 40. Home: Hale- 
site. Long Island. Wife’s name: 
Phyllis. Children: 1. Economic 
status: Owns $20,000 ranch home, 
‘two cars, modest bank account. 
Occupation: Line captain, East- 
ern Air Lines. Salary: $19,700 
per year. 

Young flies a Lockheed Electra 
from New York to Mobile. The 
old Army Air Corps taught him 
to fly in the war. Years after, 
he married a stewardess. He 
started on the bottom rung at 
Eastern Air Lines and, although 
he has done well, he is still far 
from the top. 

His flight will leave Idlewild at 
3:30 p.m. and, after stops at 
Washington and Atlanta, will pull 
into Mobile, Ala., at 8:55 p.m. 
We are interested in the first 
leg only—New York to Washing- 
ton. We want to know what a 
pilot does, besides sitting in a 
beautiful airplane and looking at 
the scenery. 


Young drives through Hunt- 
ington and down Long Island 
to Idlewild. He is a youngish 
40, with brown, wavy hair and 
brown eyes. His hands are big 
and confident. At 2:10 p.m. Mr. 
Young parks his car beside the 
Eastern hangar at Idlewild. 


He slings the briefcase onto a 
shuttle van and gets aboard. At 
the operations office, he hops off. 
His briefcase is important. In it 
are the following: Three fat navi- 
gational manuals; a manual on 
the operation of the Lockheed 
Electra; his personal log book; 
a flashlight, a screwdriver, 
pliers, a hammer; a _ clipsheet 
called “Items for Your Atten- 
tion” put out by the company; 
written changes in aircraft sys- 
tems and new safety measures on 
mimeograph paper. 

He goes to an office on the 
third floor. There are four teller 
windows: captain, co-pilot, engi- 
neer, flight attendant. Young re- 
ports to the captains’ window. 
“Check me in for 325,”" he says 
to the man. The clerk looks at 
the schedule and throws a circle 
around 325. Capt. Young’s co- 
pilot stands behind him. The 
younger man introduces himself. 

The two will remain together 
now. The time is 2:30 p.m. 
Young leads the way to the mail- 
room, picks up his mail, studies 
the bulletin board for any special 
notices. There are none. The 
twe.men go to the weather room 
on the same floor. It’s about 
30 by 30 and has easels with 
maps and flight data and a big 
wallboard with weather informa- 
tion for all parts of the United 
States. 

Teletype machines stutter the 
latest news about clouds, winds, 
fronts, highs and lows. The cap- 
tain studies the weather for the 
whole country first. Then he ex- 
amines the report on eastern 
United States. A glance tells 
him that the only trouble he will 
have today will be between Dan- 
ville, Va., and Greenville, S.C. 
He may be in for line squalls. 

Still, he studies the United 
States forecast and Eastern’s 
forecast, and then he reads 
weather details for his particular 
route. He checks it over with 
his co-pilot. They make notes. 
Both go next door to Plane Dis- 
patch. Young picks up a flight 
plan blank from dispatcher Jim- 
my Ryan. 

“You have 36 passengers out 
of here,’”’ Ryan says. ‘‘You will 
have 52 out of Washington and 
24 out of Atlanta for Mobile.” 
The Electra holds 70 passengers. 
For a local run, Young’s trip is 
doing all right. The pilot and co- 
pilot work out the weight of the 
aircraft on one of the easels. 

The Electra weighs 61,230 
pounds empty. It can carry 52,- 
770 pounds, making a total of 
114,000 pounds at takeoff. The 
captain allows 200 pounds of 
weight per passenger in winter, 
165 pounds in warm weather. His 
items, in pounds, run like this: 
Plane 61,230; passengers 7200; 
passengers’ luggage 900; mail 
and express 1500; fuel 15,000; 
crew 800. Total: 86,300 pounds. 

The captain, the co-pilot and 
the dispatcher have agreed on 
the weight. Young now plans the 
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route and altitude he wants to 
fly. He asks for clearance at 
14,000 feet. At 3 p.m. he is in the 
operations office, signing his 
clearance sheet and accepting 
responsibility for the flight. 

At 3:10 p.m. Young and his 
co-pilot leave Gate 14 and board 
the shiny four-engined job which 
dozes on its nosewheel. 

The co-pilot adjusts his seat. 
The engineer stands behind the 
pilot. Young fills him in on the 
flight plan, altitude, weight, 
weather, passengers. Below, 
they can hear the luggage being 
loaded. It is 3:15 p.m. Gate 14 
opens and the passengers begin 
to come aboard the Electra. 

The captain checks his emer- 
gency equipment first: fire fight- 
ing, hand ax, extinguishers, oxy- 
gen masks, oxygen tank. The co- 
pilot checks his side of the plane. 
He also checks 21 radio sets. 
Both examine the test buttons 
for automatic fire fighting in the 
several parts of the plane. Young 
checks his four panic handles to 
the engines. When pulled, these 
will fight a fire, bury an engine 
under foam, shut off oil and ker- 
osene flow, shut down an engine, 
feather a propeller. 

The flight plan has been ap- 
proved. Young orders the en- 
gineer to do a walk-around in- 
spection. He walks inside the 
plane and outside. He checks 
landing gear brakes, landing 
lights, klaxon, emergency doors. 
The pilot has to run down a 
before-starting checklist, a be- 
fore -taxi checklist, a before- 
takeoff checklist, a climb-check- 
list, a cruising-checklist, an in- 
range (before landing) checklist, 
a final checklist, and a securing 
checklist for parking the air- 
plane. 


At 3:19 p.m., co-pilot and en- 
gineer go over the before-start- 
ing checklist. It consists of 25 
items. At 3:25, Jack Young 
starts his engines. These are 
Allisons and in the Lockheed 
Electra, furnish two kinds of 
power: propeller and jet, They 
burn kerosese. On the flight to 
Washington, Young expects to 
burn about 850 gallons. 


Young and the engineer watch 
the temperature buildup on each 
engine. The propellers are turn- 
ing over at 750 r.p.m. Aft, the 
stewardess tells the passengers 
to please obey the No Smoking 
and Fasten Seatbelt signs. At 
3:30 p.m., the co-pilot calls Idle- 
wild Ground Control. ‘Eastern 
325," he says, “ready to taxi. 
I.F.R. to Washington.” The voice 
comes back in the headphones. 
“Eastern 325, make a left turn 
on the outer perimeter. Turn 
right on taxiway kilo, hold short 
of runway 31. Wind northwest 
15 knots. The time is 3:31. There 
is ground traffic in your vicinity.” 

The big Electra whines softly 
and rocks slowly forward until 
it is near the top of the runway. 
The crew watches a big National 
Air Lines jet slip onto the con- 
crete from Miami. At 3:40, 
Idlewild Tower comes in. ‘‘East- 
ern 325, you’re cleared for take- 
off.” The co-pilot acknowledges, 
and Young and the engineer fin- 
ish the before-takeoff checklist: 

Capt. Young turns the plane so 
that it aims down the long con- 
crete ribbon. Easily, steadily, 
he opens the four throttles and, 
for a moment, keeps his brakes 
on. He releases them and the 
craft begins to move, building up 
speed swiftly. The throttles are 
open to 82 per cent of power. In 
less than one minute, the Electra 
is racing at 120 knots. The cap- 
tain pulls back a little on the 
yoke. The ship lifts. In back, a 
child says: “Look, mommy. 
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We’re off the ground.” Young 
turns to his co-pilot. He points 
a thumb at the ceiling. ‘Gear 
up,”” he calls. The co-pilot gets 
the wheels up, withdraws the 
wing flaps into the wings. 

Young climbs to 800 feet with- 
out a turn. After that, he swings 
slowly left, the port wing low. 
Below is Brooklyn. The plane 
keeps turning until it is almost 
directly over Idlewild. Below, on 
radar scopes, the people in the 
tower have 250 planes moving in 
the New York area. Every one 
must maintain pr altitude 
and course. —_ 

The Tower orders 325 to change 
over to Departure Control. The 
co-pilot switches and asks for in- 
structions. ‘Departure Control. 
Eastern 325. We're now in a left 
turn at 1000 feet.” The voice 
comes in. ‘Eastern 325. Have 
you a radar contact. Proceed as 
cleared, maintain 2000 feet to 
the omni.” This is a high-fre- 
quency range around the airport. 
A few minutes later, co-pilot 
calls: “Eastern 325 clearing 
omni.” 

Again the voice comes back: 
“Eastern 325. Proceed out the 
150 degree to Victor 16 (Point 
Pleasant, N.J.) and maintain 
3000 feet.” A minute later, De- 
parture says: “Eastern 325. 
Change over to Center on fre- 
quency 124.” This is New York 
Center for Air Traffic Control. 
The co-pilot switches over. The 
Center orders 325 to 5000 feet and 
the Electra heads out to sea and 
across to the Jersey shore. 

At 3:45 p.m. the co-pilot calls 
Eastern Air Lines. ‘325 calling,” 
he says. “We are out at 30, off 
at 40.” The company repeats 
the message. The Center calls 
in to order 325 to start climbing 
at Point Pleasant to 14,000 feet. 
Young looks out the side win- 
dow, aft, then forward. 

He sees beaches and green curl- 
ing breakers. The co-pilot snaps 
off the No Smoking sign. The 
Center calls in 325’s position, 
even though 325 knows where it 
is. ‘You are passing Point Pleas- 
ant.”” ‘‘You are passing Beech- 
wood.”” The captain listens to his 
co-pilot, and what his co-pilot is 
saying to the Center, while study- 
ing a panel of many instruments 
and keeping in touch with the 
engineer behind him. 

The Electra is cruising at 410 
miles per hour. It moves softly, 
without strain. The time is 3:52 
p.m. Young turns to a compass 
heading of 248 for Coyle, near 
Lakehurst, N.J. He sets up cruise 
power for the engines, starts 
down his cruise checklist with 
engineer and co-pilot. The engi- 
neer reads it aloud. 

Jack Young turns on the 
automatic pilot. At Coyle, the 
time is 4:02 and the plane 
turns toward Dover, Del. If 
the captain must wash his 
hands, now is the time. He 
has a few minutes with noth- 
ing to do but look out the win- 
dow and hope that no other 
pilot will reach out to shake 
hands as he goes by. 

At 4:15 p.m. the Electra is over 
Dover and turns two degrees 
right toward a little town called 
Price, Md. Five minutes later 
the plane is 50 miles east of 
Baltimore, over Price. The co- 
pilot calls Washington Center as 
the plane fades from, New York 
control. The man in Washington 
has a couple of hundred planes 
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on the radar scope and he says 
he has 325 in view, but, to make 
sure, will 325 make a 60-degree 
right turn, hold it for 10 sec- 
onds, then return to course? 

325 will. Now Washington is 
sure of ,its identification. The 
man says: ‘‘Eastern 325. Start 
descent to 6000 feet. Report 
leaving 14,000 and 8000 on your 
way.” Young brings the big 
plane down at 1000 feet a min- 
ute. The passengers notice 
nothing. 

Washington calls in at 4:27 
and says: “Eastern 325. You 
are passing Shadyside marker. 
Continue descent to 3500 feet 


and report passing Shadyside . 


omni.” They so report. Young 
calls for his in-range checklist. 
The engineer begins to read 
the items. The pilot and co- 
pilot respond. The co-pilot 
calls the company in Washing- 
ton, and gives 325’s position. 
The company gives 325 an al- 
timeter setting so that, when the 
plane lands, one should read 
zero, the other should give the 
altitude of Washington Interna- 
tional Airport from the sea. 
Young speaks into his micro- 
phone: “We have 9000 pounds of 
fuel aboard,” he says. ‘We'll 


take 22,000 pounds out.” Eastern [ 


orders a truck to be waiting with 
13,000 pounds of kerosene. 

At 4:29 p.m. the Center calls: 
“Change to approach control.” 
The co-pilot switches over, tells 
Approach Control his position. 
A.C. tells him to leave Andrews 
Air Force Base on a heading of 
270. Four minutes later, 325 
passes Andrews. Approach Con- 
trol orders 325 to drop to 1500 
feet. Young reduces his speed 
to 150 knots. The wing flaps 
come down to give additional lift 
at low speeds. The cockpit be- 
comes busier. At 4:35, Approach 
Control orders a heading of 330. 
“On this heading,” the voice 
says, “intercept the localizer.”’

He 
has made the first leg of a long 
day’s work. Young and his co- 
pilot go inside and start the 
whole business all over again for 
the next leg.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Treatment of Dandruit 


NOT EVERY SPECK OF WHITE is dandruff. A certain 
amount of flaking from the scalp is normal. I say this be- 
cause so often people begin to worry when they happen to 
see a flew flecks on their collar, and they go through all 
sorts of gyrations and worry, when they needn’t do so at all. 

What is dandruff? Generally it is a skin disease called 
seborrheic dermatitis. (There may be other conditions which 
are reasonably called dandruff, but this is the usual one.) 


The exact cause remains open to argument, al- 
though there is pretty persuasive evidence that some 
low-grade infection may start it. Anyway, the seba- 
ceous glands at the hair roots become very active, 
producing an over-supply of a material called sebum, 
a rather greasy or fatty material so it is not unusual 
for flakes of old skin to be quite greasy. 


Now a certain amount of bacteria, as well as fungus, 
ordinarily is present on the scalp anyway. With a case of 
dandruff, they seem to increase in number,-and while they 
don’t seem to have any effect on the dandruff, when the 
patient scratches a lot, he may open raw places where 
spots of infection can start. Then there is soreness as well 
as the confounded itch. 


Best treatment? Shampooing with tincture of green 
soap is often helpful although it has a tendency to 
make the scalp dry. Treatment with a compound con- 
taining selenium disulphide is very effective. (Direc- 
tions should be followed exactly.) 


If such treatment doesn’t work (in mild cases, it usually 
does, however) it’s a good idea to take the problem to your 
doctor. Dry, flaky scalp (and hence a tendency to itch) can 
be one consequence of thyroid deficiency, for example. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

“I HAVE DIABETES and have gone to a laboratory for 
tests. Is 92 normal for blood sugar? The. doctor told me I 
should lose weight.”’ S.N. 


A reading of $2 is normal—I presume it is a test 
taken before breakfast.

Raising Baby Monkeys With Cloth ‘Mother’ 


It’s Physical Contact That Sets Off Love Responses, Says Psychologist in Telling of Experiments

BABY’S BEST FRIEND is his 
mother, but as long as warmth 
and food are provided regularly, 
“mother” need not necessarily 
be beautiful and intelligent. Your 
baby might form as tender an 
attachment to another rag, bone 
and hank of hair, or to a foam 
rubber and terry cloth object 
heated by an electric light bulb. 

So states Harry F. Harlow, 
University of Wisconsin psych- 
ologist. He has learned these 
things in experiments with in- 
fant macaque monkeys, whose 
reactions are similar to those of 
human infants. The baby 
monkeys become devotedly at- 
tached to cloth-covered artificial 
mothers to the point of crying 
when removed from them and 
running to them for comfort. 

All this need not deflate the 
average mother, Dr. Harlow 
pointed out in a recent visit to 
Washington University. It might 
even prove comforting to some 
since it de-emphasizes the im- 
portance of breast feeding as a 
security factor in favor of 
cuddling, holding, rocking, which, 
unlike breast feeding, any 
mother can provide. 

“We feel we have proved 
rather conclusively that the im- 
portant variable is not nursing 
but physical contact,”’ said Dr. 
Harlow. “This appears to be the 
principal: factor which sets off 
the initial love responses in 
infants.” 

Since it is from infant love 
responses that the capacity for 
all adult love and affection de- 
velops, the work of Dr. Harlow 
and his colleagues is serving to 
push back the frontier on the 
knowledge of the origin and 
nature of love itself. 

As is the case with many 
scientific findings, Dr. Harlow’s 
work was in another direction 
when it took the turn that led 
him to these important dis- 
coveries in infant love responses. 

“In our laboratories about six 
years ago we began separating 
infant monkeys from their 
mothers at birth in order to 
study maturation of learning,” 
he explained. 

While monkeys mature much 
more rapidly than human babies 
(human mothers will be envious 
to learn the monkey. baby drops 
its 2 a.m. feeding at two days of 
age) much can be learned about 
the child from birth to one year 
by studying the monkey from 
birth to one year. 


“The monkey at a year is 
a great deal smarter than 
the human at one year, al- 
though eventually the human 
surpasses the monkey,” Dr. 
Harlow said, then added the 
qualification, “That is, about 
$7 per cent of human beings 
become smarter than mon; 
keys.”’ . 


Following the lead of a Yale 
scientist who had done some 
work in the field of maturation, 
Dr. Harlow was struck by the 
importance of contact and the 
stress on lining the basket with 
cloth as necessary to preserve 
the infant’s nursing reflexes. 

‘“‘We found over our three-year 
period of research that the 
monkeys became attached to the 
cheesecloth diaper lining the 
bottom of our cages and would 
become upset if it were re- 
moved. The thought came to us 
that it might be possible to 
measure the relative importance 
of contact comfort as contrasted 
to the act of nursing which up 
to that time had been stressed 
as the principal variable in in- 
fant security.” 

The university scientists de- 
signed an artificial or surrogate 
mother from a block of wood 


With cloth "mether" 


covered with sponge rubber, 
sheathed in tan cotton terry 
cloth, heatec by a light bulb, 
and with one breast at a con- 
venient position for the infant. 

“The result,” he reported in 
“The American Psychologist’ 
publication, ‘‘was a mother, soft, 
warm and tender, a mother with 
infinite patience, a mother avail- 
able 24 hours a day, a mother 
that never scolded her infant 
and never struck or bit it in 
anger. It is our opinion that 
we engineered a very superior 
monkey mother, although this 
position is not held universally 
by monkey fathers.” 

A second mother was made of 
warmed wire mesh and although 
she was equipped so that milk 
from her was easily obtained, 
the babies showed overwhelming 
favoritism for the soft, com- 
fortable mother substitute, even 
when fed from a source other 
than her. In fact, the need for 
bodily contact completely over- 
shadowed the attachment to the 
mother as a source of food. 


“We were totally unprepared 
to find what we found,”’ he said, 
“that physical contact is the 
important variable. 


“This does not mean,” he 
hastens to add, “that I’m 
suggesting that women 
should not nurse babies. 
The very least it accom- 
plishes is to guarantee the 
necessary close _ contact. 
What it seems to indicate is

ACCORDING TO SOME defi- 
nitions, the ability to count is 
what distinguishes man from the 
beasts. We can’t vouch for zool- 
ogy in general, but it’s certainly 
true of bridge players. 

You can sit down in any 
bridge game in the world, and 
in five minutes you can tell the 
players from the dilettantes. The 
players invariably count. 

So says Alfred Sheinwold in 
his newest and most compre- 
hensive book, ‘‘Five Weeks to 
Winning Bridge.’’ Sheinwold dis- 
cusses the art of counting in one 
chapter of his 35-day course, and 
presents the accompanying hard 
to illustrate how the process 
works in actual practice. 

West leads a diamond and de- 
clarer counts 12 sure tricks im- 
mediately—three in each suit. 
The thirteenth trick obviously

has to come from clubs. This is 
easy enough to obtain if the 
clubs are divided 3-2, but South 
must cater to the possibility 
that one defender may have 
been dealt J-x-x-x of clubs. 


Even if this is the case, South 
can still make four club tricks 
by means of a finesse against 
the jack, but ‘t6 do so he must 
cash the first two clubs in the 
right order.

WINFIELD, Kan., May 3. 

I HAVE A LETTER from a committee called the African 
Scholarship Assistance Program, which has been formed at 
the Bronx Division of Hunter College, in New York City. The 
committee has undertaken the task of ‘‘assisting students of 
South West Africa who are presently living under conditions 
which pose a challenge to the free world.” The organization 
“is designed to give expression to the desires of those who 
would like to support the South West African students who 
come to the United States to study. The eventual goal is to 
prepare them for the future role they will play when they 
return to their country.” 


The committee is establishing a fund to assist 
these students with all their expenses in connection 
with their attendance at Hunter College. This seems 
to me a very helpful thing to do. It is not often that 
students from that area can get to this country, and 
when they do come they can get no support from 
their government. 


I also want to mention another project, called ‘‘Operation 
Crossroads Africa,’’ which under the direction of the Rev. 
James H. Robinson has been arranging for young Americans, 
many of them college students, to go to Africa on work-study 
projects. 


“Crossroads is unique,” its director says, “because 
it is one of the few ventures which give dedicated 
young Americans an opportunity to become personal 
ambassadors on a scale never before attempted in 
Africa.” 


Out of about 600.applicants, 168 have been chosen. Money 
over and above what the young*ambassadors themselves can 
pay must be raised, so ‘Operation Crossroads Africa’’ is 
appealing for support. From all that I have heard, including 
the reports what was accomplished last summer, I hope 
many people will want to contribute to this fund.

AS THIS COLUMN is being 
written, countless songbirds pour 
northward above our farm 
through the darkness of the 
April night, for the spring mi- 
gration is approaching its peak. 


This twice-a-year passage of the 


migratory species up and down 
the trackless flyways of the sky 
is one of the most remarkable 
of nature’s miracles. 

Each autumn when the nesting 
chores are completely over and 
the young are fully grown, mil- 
lions upon millions of birds re- 
spond to some mysterious urge 
which man may never fully un- 
derstand. They take wing for 
warmer climes, each species 
following its ancient and tradi- 
tional routes. Some may travel 
only a few hundreds miles, while 
others fly a quarter way around 
the globe. And the young “birds 
of the year” follow the ancient 
routes by instinct as accurately 
as do the adults. 


MIGRATORY birds naturally 
winter where there is a good 
food supply, so that some 
species which nest along the 
Arctic Circle may travel all the 
way to the pampas of the Ar- 
gentine. Yet hunger cannot be 
the only urge that sparks the 
migratory instinct. Some birds 
winter where they raise their 
young in summer, while other 
species nesting in the same lo- 
cality take wing and travel 
south. Then after their sojourn 
in the warmer clime, the mys- 
terious stimulus sends all the 
species surging north again. 

Perhaps we would not consider 
migration quite so remarkable 
if this phenomenon embraced 
only the big, powerful-winged 
birds such as the waterfowl and 
birds of prey. But the truth is, 
there are many more small 
birds than large ones when to- 
tals are considered, and the 
small birds migrate just as ac- 
tively. Flycatchers, swallows, 
creepers, wrens, mimics, 
thrushes, gnat-catchers, vireos, 
wood warblers, sparrows—and 
even the tiny humming-birds 
which belong in the group with 
the swifts—all these are mi- 
grants. None of them would be 
thought of as powerful flyers, 
nor would we think of the pas- 
sage of these species as taking 
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place mainly at night, which is 
the case. 

WE KNOW from observation 
a good many things about flight 
patterns, routes and dates of 
migration. These are things 
which can be observed and 
checked through such means as 
banding, with a careful filing 
away of dates on place and 
date of capture and recovery. 
Day length certainly must have 
something to do with releasing 
the “trigger” that sets the mi- 
gatory instinct in motion, yet 
the matter is one we do not 
know too much about. The biol- 
ogists have studied physiol- 
ogical changes which take place 
prior to migration. A good ex- 
ample is the storage of fat by 
the hummingbirds which enables 
these tiny creatures to cross the 
Gulf of Mexico without eating, 
whereas the birds have a normal 
metabolism that requires almost 
constant feeding during their 
waking and flying hours. 

One of the things that lends 
interest and excitement is this 
semi-annual passage of countless 
individual birds of many species. 
And spring birding is even more 
fun than fall birding because it 
takes place over a much more 
concentrated period of time, at 
least, with most species.

door’ on a still,’ 
in April, 
the birds are going over. From 
the darkness above, there drifts 
down a constant soft murmur 
of flight calls. And there are 
even still, moon-lit nights when 
with a good scope one can mark 
the passage of wave after wave 
of birds across the face of the 
moon. 


Birds of prey, waterfowl and 
shorebirds, by and large, mi- 
grate during the daytime. Hawks 
may be seen in fairly large 
numbers in places where they 
funnel through a narrow channel 
on their flyway; yet they would 
probabiy be called solitary mi- 
grants. Waterfowl are always 
exciting, spring and summer, be- 
cause they travel in flocks that 
make them especially conspicu- 
ous. Normally they would be 
called daytime travelers that 
spend the nights resting and 
feeding. Yet who has not awak- 
ened on some windy night in 
either spring or autumn to hear 
the strange, somehow disgonso- 
late calling of a band poe 
Canada geese, driving their way 
surely toward some _ distant 
lake. Here in autumn are the 
goslings of the year, traveling 
ahead of the winter freeze-up 
along the shores of Hudson 
Bay. And here in spring, as 
Leopold once put it, the waste 
corn of Illinois is carried 
through the clouds to Arctic 
tundras, there to combine with 
the waste sunlight of a nightless 
June so that new goslings can 
come south again next summer. 


We feel sorry for those house- 
bound human beings who never 
know this miracle of migration. 
There can be no better place to 
become acquainted with it than 
our own Missouri, set across the 
heart of the great Mississippi 
flyway, where more birds travel 
than almost anywhere else on 
our own continent.
